No United States Marshals. 

The judges were then given some pointers. 
They were advised, whether in the minority or 
the majority, to do the questioning of all who 
apply to register, and whenever possible on the 
day of election to handle and pass the ballots 
to the voters. 

“ You must study the law,“ he said, and 
profit by these instructions and those you will 
receive later. The more you know about the 
law ot the more you make the Republican 
judges think you know by so much will you 
have an advantage. You must remember 
there will be no United States Marshals and 
Supervisors this year to interfere with yout 
work. Their presence in polling places is a 
relic of the barbarism of the past. 

He suggested better work could be done 
when there were no marshals to“ preserve 
order, as the purpose of their presence had 
been, and no supervisors to clamor for a re- 
count or to assist in the counting. 

„How about closing the polls at the hour 
named if there happens to be a line of voters 
at the window?” asked an inquisitive judge. 

Asay looked disgusted, but answered:

He did not say anything about it—that a 
nice, well- posted Democratic judge ought to 
be able to distimguish just how desirable or 
undesirable the men in line at the 
legal closing hour might be but he looked it. 
This did not quite satisfy the inquisitive 
judge, who sought to know more about this 
particular phase of the Jaw, and Mr. Asay de- 
clared : | 
Immunity from Prosecution. 

“There will be non-partisan police at the 
polls; there is a non-partisan prosecutor and 
a non-partisan State’s Attorney. The police 
will do their duty and I'll pledge myself for 
the State’s Attorney against prosecuting you, 
if you stand pat on you rights. 

Then, speaking for himself probably as the 
non-partisan prosecutor referred to, Asay 
said : 

„ And I'll take d—n good care that you're 
not prosecuted.” 

With a parting injunction to study up the 
law, to follow instruccions, Asay said the 
judges, clerks, and captains would be called 
together again for final “pointers” before 
election day, at which time they probably 
will be initiated into the potent mysteries of 
the little joker.”

Mr. Onahan named as Chairman of the 
evening the Rev. Dr. John Henry Barrows. 
Dr. Barrows spoke strong words on the sig- 
nificance of the day’s demonstration. He 
said: 

1 feel somewhat at home in a meeting of all thy” 
creeds and nationalities, called together for a 
great moral purpose. This magnificent demon- 
stration means that the good people of Chicago 
intend to unite all their forces against the enor- 
mous evils of the drink habit and the terrible 
plague of intemperance. This is Temperance 
day, associated most bappily with that apostle 
of humanity whogvas born 104 years ago today 
in Ireland, whose great services tH man- 
kind have made him deat to two 
continents, Father Theobald Mathew. 
The forces which make for temperance today are 
becoming mightier, and if some Father Mathew 
would lead us and inspire us and pledge the cit- 
izens of Chicago at the rate of 50.000 signers a 
day, in a fortuight we would close nine-tenths of 
our 6,000 saloons. Perhaps the coming Father 
Mathew hails from Columbus and bears the 
name of Bishop Watterson. If this be trae, Chicago 
will furnish him a good second who believes in 
water all over, the Baptist preacher, Dr. Henson. 

There is no reason why this groaning and 
suffering earth should not largely be delivered 
from many of the curses of strong drink. It can 
be done by a union of all forces, Catholic, 
Protestant, patriotic. educational, preventive, 
reformatory, legal, and 1 8e the dawn of this 
new movement for liberty and union, liberty 
from the saloon domination and union of 
good men and women for temperance and 
humanity, in this gloriéus inauguration 
of the Fathér Mathew day in Chicago. 
All hail the glorious new day for Chicago when 
men and women, old and young, of all churches, 
creeds, and races, shall work against this great 
evil, If city politics is to be reformed the peo- 
ple must be reformed. I appeal to Christian 
mothers to teach and to practice that which shall 
point the way of safety to your sons, of honor to 
your country, of glory to the name of God. I 
appeal to young women to set the great force 
of their example and of their openly expressed 
convictions on the right side. They can do more 
to make temperance popular than all the preach- 
ers on the continent. I appeal to young men to 
renounce the treating and drinking habits, 
and not to practice, and thus strength- 
en those customs of social wine- 
bibbing which are so perilous.

The police of the Hinman 
Street Station knew of the accident, but no 
report was rendered, It was also stated that 
the damage to the car was slight, when, as 4 
matter of fact, the grip was broken short off 
and the whole front end of the grip car was 
crushed and broken off. 
The collision oécurred on the curve of the 
cable road at West —Twenty-second street and 
Ashland avenue, At this point Blue Island 
avenue from a southwest course turns sharply 
and trends more in a westerly direction. The 
apex of the curve is at Twenty-second street, 
where the electric cars make the crossing. 
Both cable train and motor car were east- 
bound. The nose of the grip car struck the 
motor car just behind the rear trucks, The 
shock derailed the grip car. If the gripman 
had previously found any ‘difficulty in 
releasing the rope the shock obviated 
further effort to that end on his part. One 
man was caught in the crush between the side 
of theelectric car and the front of the grip 
car, and, after being squeezed, was dropped 
on to the ground. He was carried into one of 
the trail cars of the cable train, the train was 
switched to the west-bound track, and run 
back into the Leavitt street barn. 


Bonney Airs His Suspicions. 


C. L. Bonney of the Twenty-second street 
company had this tosuy: “I do not believe 
it was an accident for very good reasons, I 
don’t believe in the first place that the cable 
stranded and locked the grip—because there 
was no evidence to show such was the case. I 
know the view on the curve is unobstructed 
one block either way and that the cable train 
could have been stopped had the gripman 
wanted to ‘stop it. I know the cable cars 
make that crossing regularly at the full speed 
of the rope and that it is a criminal! act to 
make even a street crossing in that way, let 
alone another railroad crossing «here scores 
of lives were endangered. I believe the thing 
‘happened’ as a dozen other similar 
things} have ‘happened’ to harass and inter- 
fere with the operation of our road. Mind, I 
do not say the employés of other road are 
under instructions to run into our cars, bat I 
do say their ucts indicate they try to smash 
our cars at crossings. Our men see it every 
day and report it, and even citizens have seen 
and noticed the evident attempts of the cable 
road gripmen to mash our cars, 1 am glad 
their outfit got the worst of it today. 

Conductor James Kerns and Motorman L. 
C. Spies took the same view of the matter. 

Secretary Lawton ©. Bonney aid: We 
have told our men we would prosecute them 
ourselves if they were concerned in any acci- 
dent where they were criminally liable. 
We have our condygtors get off 
and go ahead at cable the same as steam 
railway crossings and give the signal 1 the our 
motorman to come ahead. They are instruct- 
ed to give the cable trains the right of way 
under all circumstances, and we have never 
had cause to believe yet they disobeyed or- 
ders. It may have been that the gripman 
misjudged the speed of our car, thinking it

Seven million 
dollars paid in 1880 gone into the pockets 
of the Canadian farmers which should 
have been in the pockets of the American 
farmers. The tariff law of 1894, which has just 
been pressed, cuts the tariff upon agricultural 
products right and left. It puts many on the free 
list and reducos the duty on every one of them. 
Now another thing worthy of the observation of the 
farmers of this country is that the Canadian tariff 
is higher on agricultural products than the Amer- 
ican tariff. he Canadian farmer can enter this 
magnificent market with greater advantage with 
his product than the American farmer can enter 
the Canadian market. The farmers want 
consumers, not competitors. The Dem- 
ocratic party is constantly talking 
about the foreign market for the American farm- 
er. Wo consume under our splendid system of 
protection 90 per cent of the products of the 
farm, and only about 10 per cent goes abroad.

One of Evanston’s City Fathers Tells a 
Story of a Mysterious Letter. 

Seventy thousand dollars' worth of stock is 
what it is worth to a gas company to get into 
Evanston.

The Alderman 
laid it away in his safe, but the matter would 
probably never have come to light except for 
the hasty action of one of the backers of the 
new company. According to his story, Ald. 
O’ Neil was asked one day last spring to go to the 
Saratoga Hotel, where he was introduced to 
an Eastern man stopping there. The man 
exld as an agent of a gas construction com- 
pany he would like to put a plant in at Evans- 
ton, Claiming to be able to furnish gas to 
consumers froin 80 cents to $1 a thousand 
cubic feet, half what the peopie there now 
pay. There's money in it for you if you 
get it through, he told me,“ Alda, O'Neill 
raid last night. But 1 told him I wanted 
nothing, but would vote for it if it was going 
to furnish gas at half the old price. After 
a while he offered me $50,000 worth of 
stock. I asked him then what he took 
me for and if he didn’t know 
I was an Alderman. ‘Well,’ he 
said, put it in your wife’s name. That's the 
way I do,’ he added confidentiall¥, and then 
if anything happens you're all right.“ I told 
him my wife and i didn’t do that kind of 
business and then I left, teiling him if it was 
a bonu-fide and nota sandbagging affair to 
send the proposition of the company to me in 
black and white and I would work for it. In 
two ot three weeks, Mr. O’ Neil says, he got it

HENRY GEORGE*LAUDS SINGLE TAX 


BEFORE POPULISTS. 


At a Largely Attended Meeting in Cen- 
tral Music Hall the Author of “ Prog- 
ress and Poverty” Declares All the 
Country’s His Issue from the Present 
Methods of Taxation—Ald.. Madden 
Speaks in the Twenty-second Ward= 
Frank Lawler Opens His Campaign, 

Two thousand Populists crowded into Cen- 
tral Music, Hall last night and came near 
shaking the walis with their enthusiasm and 
applause. They. went there primarily to hear 
Henry George, but before that gentleman 
was introduced W. F. Cooling, candidate for 
State Senator, and J. Z. White, candidate for 
Congress, made speeches which drew from 
the audience-much handclapping and at one 
time cheers. There was enthusiasm enough 
for a camp-meeting. 

Mr. George was the last speaker. The au- 
thor of Progress and Poverty stuck rather 
closely to his land tax ideas. but he won the 
sympathy of the audience first by a few com- 
ments of a popular character with the people 
whom he was addressing. | 

Some of the things he said were that it was 
time tor the mea who wanted to save the 
republic to band together. He said this 
should be done if it were not too late. 
Democracy in the United States was fast 
passing away. He referred to the Lexow 
Investigating committee’s work in New 
York, Abram S. Hewitt, he said, had de- 
clared that blackmail tax levied in New 
York equaied the legitimate tax. The impo- 
sition or non-imposition of taxes was bought 
and sold. To go higher, the United States 
showed how a trust was mightier than the 
will of the people. Continuing he said: 

But get nearer home. You have seen here in 
Chicago ander a Democratic administration 
Federal troops thrust into the State against the 
wishes of the Governor. When a standing army 
must keep the peace the republic is dead. If not 
dead it is rapidly dying. 

This statement was loudly cheered; and Mr. 
George declared Re standing army should 
not bé necessary. It was used only, he said, 
to quell the revolts of the poor.

Inventions, he said, produced greater re- 
sults in labor, but did not produce land. They 
put itin the power of the landowner to de- 
mano a higher price from labor. 

Wealth, the speaker said, was power, and 
he found little comfort in the freedom of the 
ballot. A hundred workingmen with 100 bal- 
lots had not the influence of a fraction of one 
millionauwe. Then Mr. George said he had 
lost faith in all parties, new or old. They 
had a common history, he said. It was first 
organization, then power, and next their sub- 
servence to private interests. If anything 
was to be, expected from any party the de- 
mands must be made ciear. The speaker had 
voted for Cleveland because he thought he 
was 4ssisting in breaking up one or the other 
ot the two old political parties. Then Mr. 
George said the money question cut little fig- 
ure so long as land can be held in fee. 

Getting around to the question of monopo- 
lies the speakex said the State or municipality 
should control the railways, gas plants, and 
telegraph lines. But these points being gained 
there was still left the parent monopoly— 
land. The Populist party afforded great hope, 
and Mr. George said: 

For such Populists as Jerry Simpson, for such 
Democrats as Tom Johnson and J. G. Me- 
Guire of California, and for such PFopulists 
as our two friends here I have esteem. 
Honor yourselves by electing them. While every- 
thing apparently looks bad for the repubiic I 
see anew force rising. From the 10cTatic 
party appear men like Tom Johnson. The bet- 
ter ot the Republican party are awaken- 
ing. Whatthe la people of land want 
is not more protection but freedom. 

These last sentiments were loudly cheered, 
and Mr. George ended with asserting the gen- 
eric remedy for the present condition lay in 
— 2 of land. With this the meeting 
closed. 


ALD. MADDEN GIVES ILLUSTRATIONS.

PROPERTY-OWNERS WILL HELP MADDEN

300 per cent more than the cost

But while he had notb- 
ing to say to the Chicago reporters, he poured 
forth his sentiments freely yesterday to the 
Democrats of Logan County concerning some 
of the questions which are engrossing public 
attention. Others he dodges unblushingly/ 

The Democrats have not been able to agree 
in their explanations of the causes of the busi- 
Some 
of them with free silver proclivities say it was 
due to the stoppage of the silver purchases. 


Others say that panics come in cycles, and 


that last year’s would have come no matter 
who was elected President. Others say it was 
the outcome of thirty years of protection. 
Others say it was due to the McKinley law. 
The Vice-President belongs to the last-named 
Glass. It may be that he hopes the people of 
Illinois will believe him when he tells them 
that the McKinley law, after giving the cpun- 
try nearly three years of unexampled pros- 
perity, suddenly plunged it into unexamplei 
adversity. 

Following in the wake of Chairman Wilson 
and other Democratic leaders Vice-President 
Stevenson says that the present tariff law, 
while “‘a long step in the right direction.“ 
does not give the country enough free trade. 


@ie says: From the high vantage ground 


alteady occupied the struggie will be con- 
tinued until upon all of the necessaries of life 
the minimum of taxation will be reached. A 
Democratic House and Senate will but per- 
fect the work so auspiciously begun.“ Adlai

He gives the income tak a cautious. and 
guarded approval, He lays stress on the 
point that it was adopted for five years only, 
and asks the voters if they favor its imme- 
G@iate repeal.“ He neither affirms nor denies 
that itis to be a feature of Democratic rev- 
enue policy henceforth, but says that it was. 
imposed at this time merely because revenue 
was needed, and Congress had to choose be- 
tween ruising all the money which was needed 
off consumption or raising some by putting a 
tax upon what he calls “the earnings of 
wealth,“ but which may be better described 
as the fand from which wages are paid to 
workingmen. That that fund will be ro. 
duced. by an income tax ard employment 
lessened is a point he does not touch on. 

The silver question he dodges. He approves 
of the repeal of the purchasing clauses of the 
Sherman law, but he says that law, in a 
large measure, destroyéd silver money as a 
part of our cirtulating medium.“ He ought 
to explain what he means by that. The law 
added to instead of decreasing the quantity 
of silver money, but unfortunately did not 
add at the same time to the stock of gold so 
as to make all believe that the silver would 
be kept at par. Regarding free coinage he 
has not a word tosay. He neither approves 
nor disapproves it, nor does he give the slight- 
est intimation of the intentions of his party 
regarding the silver question. He is equally 
silent about one of the unfulfilled pledges of 
tne Demecratic platform—the repeal of the 
tax on State bank notes. 

The Vice-President has kind words for 
Palmer, Springer, end the candidates on the 
State ticket. He hus harsh words for no one, 


like Gorman, nor for the free silver Demo- 
crats in this and other States who call them- 
selves Democrats still, but have repudiated 
Democratic prinviples and indorsed those of 
the Populists. He attacks nothing but the 
McKinley law. Evidently he does not intend 
to make any enemies if he can help it. He 
has Presidential hopes. 


THE FIRST REGIMENT'S CELEBRATION. 

The anniversary of the great fire was a 
proud day for the boys of the First Regiment, 
It was a fire anniversary in a double sense, 
for Tuesday they took possession of the new 
and beautiful armory which has risen from 
the ruins of the old one. It was a simple cere- 
mony, their new home-coming, and yet it was 
an impressive one. The array of spectators 
was large and distinguished. Banners and 
the national colors were the only decorations, 
and no others were needed, for tne majestic 
building speaks for itself. The ball was a 
great success and one of the most brilliant of 
the season. The speeches were short and to 
the point, none more so than that of Gov. 
Altgeld. 

Tho Governor’s speech, indeed, was in the 
nature of a surprise. It was a commendation 
of the regiment for its important services 
during the short-lived era of Debsism. It 
was bolder talk than that which he uttered 
pending the strike. Now that the strike is 
over and things are returning to their normal 
conditions the Governor has not such a horror 
of the use of the military power for the 
restoration of peace and ordert and for as- 
serting the authority of law ashe had pending 
the strike and the uprising of the Debs mob. 
It was hardly necessary, however, that he 
should have so conspicuously emphasized the 
necessity for the men of the regiment to un- 
dergo all hardships required of thetn or re- 
tire from the ranks or notified thetn that it 
is the first duty of a soidier to obey in order 
that the American flag and our institutions 
may be protected to the fullest extent. The 
boys of the First were as well aware of all 
this as the Governor, and that they have not 
been slow in coming forward and prompt in 
obedience has been demonstrated more than 


should drawmostof its revenues by means of i once. Nevertheless it is encouraging in a

The Governor need have no fears that the 
First will ever do anything but its duty. That 
part of the contract will be kept under all cir- 
cumstances. It remains to be seen what in- 
fluence the Governor will have in securing 
some compensation other than honor for the 
Nationa! Guard’s services. Hithertu a Demo- 
cratic Legisiature has not distinguished itself 
in helping it.. A pittance has been reluctantly 
doled out toit. The First, like nearly every 


| other regiment in the guard, has had to de- 


pend upon the generosity of private citizens 
in order to make a reputable showing and 
keep itself up to the standards of inspection. 
It needs the State’s help. The Governor has 
promised it. It remains to be seen whether 
it is all talk. In any event the regiment is to 
be congratulated upon regaining possession 
of its armory, which is even more secure, 
massive, and beautiful than the old one. The 
First has a warm place in affections of the 
people of Chicago, and y will rejoice in 
anything which tends to heighten its efficiency. 


ABSURDITY OF “ COMPULSORY ARBITRA- 
TION.” . 

The remarks made by Commissioner of 
Labor Wright at the Union League club ban- 
quet against what has been called compul- 
sory orbitration covered the whole ground. 
He showed plainly, using arguments which 
will uot be unfamiliar to readers of Tun 
Tarsung, that both employer and employé 
would be losers and that the inevitable logic 
of enforced arbitration would be State So- 
ola lism. 

Said be. if a court of arbitration were to 
order a manufacturer to pay his men $2 a 
day when the conditions were such that he 
could pay them only $1.80, either he would 
adulterate his goods and ask the old price 
for them, or he would combine with other 
manufaéturers and form a trust so as to force 
up prices, or he would pay $2 and stil 


make honest goods, in which event compet- 


ing houses would get the control of the mar- 
ket, or he would be driven out of business, 

If, on the other hand, a court of arbitration 
were to say that workingmen must accept 
$1.80 a day instead of $2, how could the de- 
cree be enforced? Not against the prop- 
erty of employés, for generally they have 
none. The decree would be a dead letter un- 
less the men were driven to their work. 
Hence compulsory arbitration would make 
the workingman a slave. He would have to 
sell his labor at the price the law directed or 
he would be unable to sell it at all. 

To make the system perfect the Legislature, 
after having provided for determining wages 
in a Court of Arbitration, thus practically 
fixing the prices of commodities, ought to 
make it a penal offense for a consumer to buy 
goods at lower prices than those charged nec- 
éessariiy by the manufacturer. But wages and 
prices being fixed by the State, State social- 
iam would be in force. 

Mr, Wright favored voluntary as much as 
he condemned 4nvoluntary arbitration. He 
did not claim that it was a cure-all. He did 
not think any way had been devised yet by 
any man to prevent strikes, nor did he inti- 
mate that he thopght a way ever would be dis- 
covered. Said he: “Strikes may be reduced 
in number, they may be reduced in severity, 
and that is as far as you can go.” 

Taz Traisune agrees with Mr. Wright. It 
has always been in favor of voluntary arbitra- 
tion and has had great faith in the influence 
for good of an intelligent, judicious State 
Board of Arbitration. The statements made 
night before last by Mr. Walcott, who has 
served solong at the head of the Massachu- 
setts board, show what cah be accomplished 
by a body of men which has succeeded in se- 
curing the respect and confidence of employ- 
ers and employés. 

There are times when both parties to an in- 
dustrial dispute lose their tempers and insist 
on fighting it out. There are times like the 
present, when vicious tariff legislation has 
forced down the wage scale and the country is 
filled with inevitable strikes and lockouts, 
which no board can avert. Butif public sea- 
timent sets strongly in favor of arbitration 
and demands that employers and employés 
shall settle their disputes in that way instead 
of engaging in a fight, which is often disas- 
trous to the community, then especially when 
normal conditions prevail a board like the 
Massachusetts one will be of the greutest 
value to employers, om ployés, and the public. 


— — 
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WILSON AND THE AMERICAN MERCHANT 
MARINE. 
Congressman Wilson said in the speech 
made by him last Monday: 


Last Friday morning, in a fierce gale, when I 
was off the banks of Newfoundland, on one of 
those great ocean ships which seemed almost to 
be abie to defy the fury of the storm, and yet 
was tossed about like a cork upon the waters, I 
spied off in a fog a few fishing schooners, and 
1 felt the men who could venture out in such 
weather in their little fishing boats were the 
men who could yet restore the American mer. 
chant marine upon the seas and carry our flag in 
safety through to all the ports of the world. 


He has a method of regainmg the carrying 
trade for Americans and providing a new fieid 
of labor for the cod and mackerel fishers of 
New England. He proposes, first, that ships 
shall be built in the United States more 
cheaply than in cther countries; and, second, 
that Americans shall man them, receiving 
wages at least as low as those which are paid 
to the men who sail under English and Ger- 
man flags. 

There was a time when the Americans had 
a large share of the carrying trade of the 
world. It came to them by reason of the 
long Napoleonic wars, and they retained it 
for a time because commerce was carried on 
in wooden vessels, which could be built more 
cheaply here than any where else in the world, 
owing to the enormous quantities of cheap 
ship timber on the Atlantic coast. But the 
day of wooden ships is past. Iron and steel 
vessels have repiaced them and they can be 
built far more cheaply abroad than it has 
been possible to build them here. 

Chairman Wilson wants to cheapen iron 
ore, iron and steel, and the wages of ship- 
wrights in order that the United States may 
compete with other nations for the ocean car- 
rying trade. He wishes to cut down the wages 
of al! the men engaged in building ships used in 
the immense domestic commerce of the coun- 
try and the wages of the men who turn out 
the materials from which those ships are 
made in order to get some cheap ships to 
compete with those of Great Britain in a 
business which is far from being a profitable 
one without American competition. 

At present Americans will not go as sailors 
on ocean vessels. Tho wages are too low fur 
them. They can earn more money at some- 
thing else. If the fishermen of New England 
wished to work on foreign vessels at foreign 
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vessels? He 
wage scale 
of the country so low and to lessen so much

the sum total of domestic employment that 


Americans, finding nothing else to do, will be 
giad to become sailors and work for the 
scanty wages received now by the European 
seamen. Everybody is to be pinched and 
starved in order that the United States may 
fight with Great Britain for he * 
trade. Is it worth it? 

Here is a theorist from the 8 ot 
West Virginia who wants to restore the Amer- 
jean merchant marine and who can devise no 
other plan for doing so than one which is con- 
nected inseparably with the lowering of the 
ard of living of the 
people of the United States. He insists that 
this country shall plunge into a wild indus- 
trial contest with Europe to see which can 
Hive on the least and starve the other out. 
Whichever can stand the most * punishment ”’ 
will win, abd he thinks the United States can 
hold out a little longer than its antagonist, 
and that its underpaid operatives and its poor- 
ly paid sailors will secure the control of the 
markets and trade of the world. 

The carrying out of the plans of this amia- 
ble theorist depends entirely on the men who 
will suffer the most if Chairman Wilson has 
his way. If they vote for him and his party 
they simply enter themselves as contestants 
in a fasting match. They have been on short 
commons for the last eighteen months. Do 
they want to be on . ones for years to 
come?
